BILLBOARDS ARE DOOMED. 


There should he general rejoicing 


over the sweeping decision of the su- 
premo court of .Missouri lo the effect 
that cities may not only rcKiihile the 
si/u and conditions of billboards, but 
may even legisinle them out of exist- 
ence altogether. This form of adver- 
tising, snys the court specifically, "may 
not only be regulated anil controlled, 
but may be entirely suppressed for the 
public good under the police power of 
the state." 


Obviously the chief importance or 


this decision is that it brings the sub- 
ject of billboards well within the po 
lire power of the state. Incidentally il 
establishes the constitutionality of the 
regulatory ordinance which yt. Louis 
passed some six years ago. Since the 
court has Indicated so clearly its will- 
ingness to consider total abolition of 
billboards H is probable that we shall 
hear further from Missouri on that 
matter. Three or four more decisions 
of that sort will have tiie billboards ou 
the run. 


Another matter of interest in this 


connection is the signing o£ the Orm- 
rod bill by Governor Dix of New York. 
This authorizes any one to remove or 
destroy advertisements on public high- 
ways. Any one who places an advcr 
lipcmeut "on any stone, tree, fence, 
stump, pole, milcboard, milestone, dan- 
ger sign, danger signal, guide sign 
guidepost. billboard, building or other 
structure within the limits of n public 
highway is guilty of a misdemeanor." 


In Massachusetts, where n similar 


law is in force, the motorists have tak- 
fn n lively interest in clearing the high 
ways of the illegal signs. Of course 
(he law does not touch a billboard 
which is placed ten feet back on prl- 
i-ate property. The Missouri method 
Is the only way by which that one con 
lie reached.—Chicago Evening Post.
